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Veneral Disease Vacrine Seen, But Use Raises Many Questions

The long-sought-for vaccine
that will protect individuals
against syphilis and gonorrhea
may be closer to realization
than was thought possible a few
years ago. Indeed, although the
vaccine may not be
around the corner,” the possi-
bility of its successful develop-
ment is no longer merely a
matter of conjecture,

For some time the problem
of a vaccine for the two most
common veneral diseases has
been receiving the close atten-
tion of medical scientists, and
at a recent conference of VD
specialists the director of the
U. S. Public Health Service
Experimental Laboratory was
most optimistic concerning the
ultimate success of the project.

Time Lag Seen

However, even if this group
of experimental scientists were
able to successfully develop a
VD vaccine as of this moment,
a considerable time-lag would
be inevitable before the prod-
uct could become generally
available. A vaccine developed
experimentally and most
promising in the laboratory
may be ineffective in field
trials on human beings—and

experimental laboratory must
be backed up by extensive
field trials conducted through
the research laboratory and
VD control field services.

In many respects, the signif-
icance of this vaccine would ac-
tually rank with the Salk vac.
cine. Physical damage from un-
discovered or neglected syphi-
lis and gonorrhea is probably
far more common than from
certain other diseases that may
leave residual effects. Also,
damage from the veneral dis-
eases is often progressive and
can result in insanity or death.
And, unlike most other dis-
eases, the ill effects may be
passed on to the offspring of
the infected individuals,

Critical Need

At the present time veneral
disease control has again come
to the fore as a critical nation-
al health problem. Experts of
the U. S. Public Health Service
estimate that somewhat more
than 50 per cent of all veneral

years of age, and that the num.
ber of cases in this broad age
group is increasing faster than
the pace in case finding, diag-
nosis, and treatment. The dan-
ger of this situation lies, of
course, in the fact that young
people comprise the age group
also responsible for the high-
est birth rate.
Many Undiscovered

Futhermore, there is sub.
stantial evidence that not all
the VD cases are discovered
and treated. On a national ba-
sis, the index which measures
the degree that case finding ic
effective now stands at less
than 1.0. It is called the con-
tact index, and since each in-
dividual with an infection of
syphilis or gonorrhea has usu-
ally had at least one contact to
have the disease, the battle of
VD control is obviously losing
rather than gaining ground.

Experts in VD control are
concerned, for although there
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the downward trend nationally
and locally has at least tem-
porarily halted and reversed
itself.
Several Questions

A VD vaccine would answer
many problems in VD control,
but even if such a vaccine be-
comes available within a iow
years, it is likely that problems
of an entirely new nature will
develop.
